not given a chance to grow up to 
he healthy citizens, because they 
are tarrying with them that poten­ 
tial! trouble maker, a mouthful of 
discased teeth,” according 
to a 
statement issued by the commit­ 
tee. Their hope is that some organ­ 
ization will be interested in the 
project, and find it possible to fi­ 
nance it. 
“ If no additional funds are avail­ 
able. this work will be permanently 
discontinued on Thursday of this 
week.”
